LoNDo.v, Nov. 2j.~It was announced 
that the Queen yesterday signed a pro- 
clamation. rerOSBembling parliament on. 
January 19, and this has brought th6 

pu.Mio mind back to political toatters. 
Tho tlnte announced is a week earlier 
than waa expected, and only upon two 
previous occasions since 1880 has parlia- 
ment met 80 early in the year. The 
government apparently ia resolved to 
make a great eflbrt to get through with 
its programme, which, however, will be 
dlatinclly modest. The only noteworthy 
proposal likelj^ to be made is an increase 
of several million pounds in the war 
budeet. Military men have taken ad- 
vantage of the recent war scares to advo- 
cate Strengthening the army and naval 
men have'not been slow in adopting the 
same course in order to bring about 
naval improvements. The army needs 
three specific reforms the re-armini; ot 
the artillery, the establishment oi addi- 
tional battalions of infantry and tho re- 
orf;nnization of tho transport service. 
This programme has been laid before 
tho cabinet Xational Defence committee 
and it is understood that this committee 
baa resolved to recommend an additional 
outlay in order to biing the army up to 
the same stale of efliciency as the navy, 
for which no large vote will be n.sketi, as 
the progranniie lor tho year is fairly well 
provided for. In connection with the 
proposed increase o! the atrength of the 
army it is suggested that an Irish roei- 
ment of foot guards be formed and re- 
cruiied at Dublin. 

There were two cabinet meetings dur- 
ing the week which practically settled 
upon the main points of the Queen's 
speech at the reaBsembiiui>- of parlia- 
ment, which will include references to 
elementa'i-y cduoatlon, employer's liabil- 
ity and the beneficiaries bill. The gov- 
erniuont has been very silcnton thesiib- 
ject of old ago pensions, and it ia be- 
lieved that this matter will be 
dropped for the present at least. The 
ministers hope to meet with little oppo- 
sition in tbeir educational policy, and no 
scheme' of' 8tat>9 aid for voluntary schools 
will ' be presented. The modest pro- 
gramme of the government will not in- 
eitfo it an entirely quiet time. The re- 
cent South African policy had caused a 
division among its loUowera which will 
come in evidence early in the session. 
The inahontents intend to raise a (^jg. 
cussion on the policy of the secretary of 
state for tlio colonie.s, either on the ad- 
dress in reply to tho epeecli from the 
throne, or on a motion to re-appoint the 
select committee ou the Jameson raid 
Tho Liberals intend to make the laitoi 
inquiry completely thorougli and search-

Kiiiht Riiv. Dr. Temple, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, in an interview just granted 
on the Paii-Angbcan conference, said : 
"At present 1 do not know of any 
changes that will bo made in the pro- 
gramme for the Lambeth conference in 
consequence of the death of Dr. Benson. 
I have been so overwhelmed with afl'airs 
tbatlhaveuot had time to carefully con- 
sider the matter. Doubtless there will 
bo some changes that will liave 
to he inailo, but nothing ma- 
terial, as far as tho American 
bishops are conceiiied. We expect at 
least 200 bishops to bti present and the 
most imiiortant contingent from abroiid 
will bo those from tho United States.

I do hope all our 
brothers in tho United States and Can- 
ada who have intimated tho probabil- 
ity of their coming will manage to 
do so, and that tlioso who at pre- 
sent anticipated being prevented will 
yet BOB their way to visit Ijambeth by 
July 5 next. I need hardly aiid that 
tho candid invitations sent by the late 
Primate will be repeated by myself in 
the fullest degree."

Mr. Clute 
served in l-'ralick's dragoons during the 
rebellion of 18U7-8.S, and became collec- 
tor of cuatoma at Picton, Ont., in 1851, 
coming to New "Westminster in 1881.

A correspondent recently wrote to tho 
Hon. George E. Curzon, parliamentaiy 
secretary lor the foreign ufUce, asking 
him whether, in view of the agreement 
to arbitrate the Venezuelan dispute, the 
government would approach Mexico 
with a view to bringing about a settle- 
ment of the boundary dispute there on 
iho same lines. Mr. Curzon replied that 
a convention defining tbe boundary of 
British Honduras was signed with Mex- 
ico in 1893, and still awaits the sanction 
of the Mexican senate and tho ratifica- 
tion of President Dia?..

Tlie " Qnailra " Back in Port— Caii- 
tain Waibran's Interesting Ac- 
coaiit of Kitkala. 



The Dominion steamer Quadra re- 
turned from her Northern cruise yester- 
day afternoon. Whilst in Northern 
waters all the buoya there were duly re- 
lieved and where miaaing replaced. Oapt. 
Walbran made due inquiries at various 
points in regard to the Northern fishing 
industry and was successful in ohtaining 
SDmo viiluahle information m regard to 
it. The Quadra was at Kitliatia on the 
22nd November, and liere/Oapt. Wal- 
bran waa informed that the year before 
last the ICitkatla Indians were successful 
in obtaining 42 sea otters. Throe of 
theao vahiable furs were given by two 
Indiana to tlie Churcii Sliaaionary So- 
ciety, and witli the proceeds of their sale 
a handsome village church has been 
erected at ICilkathi. Tlie wliole of tlie 
building and tlie fittings of tlie interior 
ia the work of tlie Indians, and they are 
justly proud of this aciiiiisilion to their 
village home. Tlie Sunday evening ser- 
vice, held by Rev. Robert \V. (.iurd, on 
the day the (.Quadra waa there, was a 
very hearty one; the singing waa bright 
and cheerful and in the whole of the 
service the congregation joined with evi- 
dent pleasure. When it is remembered 
what the Indians on this Coast 
were, not ao many years ago, 
and the quiet, peaceable, law-abiding 
people they are now, the change must 
indeed be a source of much congratula- 
tion to all concerned in this good work 
of Christianity. Before leaving the vil- 
lage. Captain Walbran waa shown by 
Mr- William iMvart Ciladstono Sheuksh 
(pronounced .Shakes), great cluef of the 
ICitkatlah's (ao reads his own monu- 
ment, erected by himself), the very 
handsome present sent him by Her Ma- 
jesty Queen Victoria. Thia conaiats of 
a large ateel engraving; of Her Majeaty, 
witti her autograph underneath, most 
handsomely framed and surmounted by 
an Imperial crown ; also two rich Scutch 
ruga for himself and his wife. Chief 
Sheuksh was aurrounded by all his 
"tillicuuis" when the picture was 
brought o"t from an inner room by two 
men and held up for inspection, the old 
man gazing at it with admiratiyn and 
saying " Kloosh ! klooah ! " ((.ioodi 
good!; In e.tplanation of tlio Cliristian 
name of Chief Sheuksh, it will be inter- 
esting to kp.ow that some youra ago the 
chief, without divulging iiis reasons, 
made many inquiries amongst the set- 
tlers and others he met on the boat, as 
to who waa the greatest and beat known 
man in En|land. From the result of 
these inquiries INIr. Sheuksh adopted 
and has also been baptised with the 
name he now bears. The weather 
throughout the cruise was clear and fine 
but unusually cold, the thermometer 
ranging about ten degrees above zero. 

NKW SEALING VEXTUKE. 

Experimental h'an ting wil I be a feature 
of the sealing industry which will be 
closely watclid during the coming year 
and it is alao a feature that gives promise 
at preaent of being largely ])roaecuted. 
Sealers are beginning to realize that for 
some- reason their annual visits to the 
eld hunting grounds are becoming less 
remunerative each year.

RAILWAYS AND HAEBOR. 

To TiiK EniTon: — It ia a fact that is 
perfectly self-evident that all lines of 
trade carried in vessels naturally gravi- 
tate tj the most commodious harbors, 
where the beat mechanical appliancea 
place them in the moat direct communi- 
cation with the systems of overland 
transportation — harbors where they can 
dischargn and take on freight most ex- 
Ijcditioualy, where necessary repairs 
can bo done and all requisite sup- 
plies obtained.. Thus Boston, with 
its superior "harbor, ia drawing 
the transportation business from Ca- 
nadian porta over Canadian riilwaya. 
Vancouver dej^ends, not on its railway, 
but on its harbor, and Victoria, with 
any number of railways, would, if it re- 
mained without u harbor perfect enougli 
to command traflic, have to yield the ad- 
vantages of its unrivaled position to 
other ports better able to cater for the 
trade. 

Now my proposition ia to make this 
harbor second to none in its commodi- 
ousness, in its appliances for the speedy 
haijdling of freight from yiilwaya to 
ships, or from veaaels to railways; and 
further, that the port shall be free to all 
vessels. As part of that scheme 
I propose that the reservation 
shall be the central depot for all 
railways on the island. The British 
Pacilic, if ever it matures, will run over 
the v.. and N. railway, and in the same 
way any Kiie from the Kootenay district 
will enter Victoria over the Sydney rail- 
way crossing the Arm at Point lOllico. 
The reservation peninsular will have 
abouL 5,000 feet of deep water frontage 
with an area of about 120 acres, admir- 
ably situated for railway and shipping 
purposes aa illustrated on the published 
maps and described in detail. \ branch 
from the Sydney railway could cross 
Rock Day over a drawbridge and by way 
of Constance street along the wharves as 
far as the Custom house; hydraulic cap- 
stans placed along the line would 'Bupply 
all the traction required for transliip- 
monts, thelocomotiveonly being required 
to haul out the train when made up. 

Such a harbor, developed on the lines 
adopted in the great harbors of Kngland, 
would be ahead of ".".l harbors on thia 
coast. Sujh harbors were common in 
Kngland twenty years ago in towns of 
leas population than Victoria and whose 
tonnage duties were much less than 
ours. Thi-se harbors were aheail of their 
time, no doubt, but now they are pros- 
perous centres, and by keepinc well 
abreast of the times they hold the trade 
they have brought to their ahorea. If 
weinakeaQrst claas harbor, ships and 
railways will come straight to it, and 
bring prosperity on their win^s.

VERNON. 
(From the Nevvn.) 

Ranchers throughout the district coin- 
inence'd hist week to feed their cattle, 
Mnd though the winter has set in unusu- 
ally early this year, there is abundance 
of hay in the district, and the cattle are 
not likely to suffer from laclcof feed. 

J. Uaverty & Co., who started up the 
Vernon brewery last Bummer, liave beiui 
unable to carry on business successfully 
owini; to lack of capital, and have made 
an assignment. 

Charles Taylor, of Montreal, is visiting 
this city, seeking information regarding 
the mining inti rests of tiie Okanagan 
district. iMr. Taylor states that he was 
among the first to open up the Nova 
Scotia gold mines over thirty years ag<.). 

The crops for ttie season in the vicin- 
ity of Mount Ida have been very satis- 
factory, and there has been a marked 
advance in the improvinc; of farms. 

The general results of ilie shipments 
to the Kootenay markets by the Vernon 
Farmerb' Assuciaiion have been must 
satisfactory. It whh found that in Trail 
and KoBsluud a one a tnurkut at remu- 
nerative prices could be obtained for at 
least two carloads of vegetables every 
week. During the past two months the 
assocnation sent forward live curs, con- 
taining in all about 100 tons, and when 
it is considered that at least live tunes 
this amount has been forwarded by the 
two shipping t-nciutiea at Kelowna, it 
will be seen lliat the market for ( )kaii- 
agan produce is rajjidly incroLiLVlng in 
the Kootenay district. The association 
cloHes its operations for tliis season witli 
a freight fund on hand of $i"Jl.Gu, and no 
indebtedness. 

Two or three years ago the Okanagan 
country was known only as a section 
possessed of unrivalled agricaltural re- 
sources. Now all this is changed. Hun- 
dreds of locations have been recorded, 
and there are numerous mineral claims 
being worked which iironiise a rich re- 
turn to their owners. Tliis is a cheering 
outlook. Vernon, with the rich agricul- 
tural (;oiintry at its back, will always be 
a town of considerable note; but witli 
the additional impetus given by mining 
operations N'ernon will tiecome the most 
attractive ami |)rosi)er()us point in the 
interior of British Columbia. 

Prospecting and mining has become 
quite the ri.ge in this vicinity, as well 
as other parts of the Okanagan valley. 
About seven miles north of Enderby and 
close to the old Sicamous road there are 
four claims: Little Nelle, Wanderer, 
Coolgardie and the Li Hung Chang, a 
group of three, belonging to H. W. 
"Wright, K. (<:. Best and .1. M. Mclntyre, 
and the fourth to W. A. Matliesun, all 
of Enderby. Tlie ledges are iiuite ex- 
tensive and .i.re traceable on the surface 
for about li,000 feet. Cotisiderable 
ilevelonnient work has already been 
done on llie Liitlo Nelle <daim. The 
ledge has been stripped for fifteen feet 
without reaching either wall. Assavs 
running ^'27 in gold have been received. 
There are a number of promiying claims 
located between here and the vicinity of 
Enderby.

US? 

There are very few who will Bay 
that the Manitoba Oatholioa had 
no right to a voice in the 
sottlemeat of this question, in whiub it 
propoaed to take away from them 
forever rights guarfinteed hy the Consti- 
tutions of the Dominion and the Pro- 
vince of Mftiiitoba. Who will say thiit 
the Archbishop was wrong or uiireaaon- 
able in maintaining that when the ques- 
tion in dispute between the Catholic 
minority and the Protestant majority 
came up for settlement the Catholics 
had a right, through soma one duly 
authorized by thum, to tako a part in the 
negotiations? Very few, we think. 

It seems that we were wrong when we 
concluded that the Manitoba minority 
would in some way be asked whether or 
uot they approved of the terms of settle- 
ment. We see now that they as a body 
have notliiiii!; to say in the matter. They 
iriiist accept the Huttlomont made for 
tliom by Messrs. Lauriur, Tarte, Grceii- 
way and Sifton whether they like it or 
uot. Ic is to bo forced down tlieir 
throats whether they believe it to be just 
or unjust. They have been allowed no 
say in the matter. Whether tliey are 
satisfied or dissatisfied is u matter of in- 
dilleroiico to the powers that he in Otta- 
wa anil Wiiiuiiii^g. Yet the motto of 
those who treat a small and weak min- 
ority in this way was, during the late 
election campaign, " No Coercion " ! 



A C^E SIDED ARRANGEMENT. 

When the terms of the Manitoba set- 
tlement were published we refrained 
from critioiaiDg them because, in our 
opinion, the dispute was between the 
Protestant majority of Jtlanitoba and 
the Roman Catholic minority, and if 
they, the parties concerned, were satis- 
it was not for any outsider to inlei liire. 
yince then we have found, to our very 
great surprise, that the denominational 
minority in Manitoba were not regarded 
by the negotiating Governments as a 
party to the dispute. The terms were not 
submitted to tlie Catholics of Manitoba 
or to any cue authorized to represent 
them. Although it is they who, 
under the constitution, plead for 
a redress of what they regard 
as a very great grievance, and although 
judgment has been given by the Judicial 
Committee of thePrivj' Council in their 
favor, they, as a body, have been com- 
pletely ignored in the whole jiroceediiigs. 
They have not been asked whether they 
liked the propoaed terms of settlement 
or whether they disliked them, or 
whether they thought them fair or un- 
fair. This is, it must be admitted, a 
very singular way of settling a question 
iimicably. What would be thought of a 
tribunal which undertook to settle a 
dispute by conciliatory means between 
two parties that negotiated witli only 
one of the parties and had not a word to 
say to the other party, whose rights and 
interests were at stake? Would such a 
tribunal be considered impartial? Did 
it show any desire to do justice to both 
parties? Is it the custom of judges or 
arbitrators, when they undertake to 
settle disputes, to deal with one party to 
the dispute only and to consult his in- 
terests and his alone? 

Our readers will naturally want to 
know how those who form the minority 
who have been thus ignored think and 
feel about the settlement which they 
must accept whether they like it or not 
—whether they regard it as fair or un- 
fair. 

Archbishop Langevin, who in a relig- 
ious sense represents the Boman Catho- 
lics of Manitoba, in an address which he 
delivered in the St. Boniface Cathedral 

on Sunday, the 22nd, said : 

The negotiations which have taken 
place between the local authorities and 
the authorities at Ottawa have culminat- 
ed in an agreement which is given out 
as the settlement of the grave school 
ciuestion.' In the first place I protest 
against this word " settlement." In a 
ipieslion in litigation nothing is 
settled if the two parlies do not 
come to a mutual uiideratanding. 
We are, 1 venture to .say, the 
party the most interestiMl in 
this Manitoba school ijuestion; it 
is to us something vital, an all'air of 
conscience, a (luestion of life and death. 

And what has happened ' Instead of 
treating with us they have bargained 
with those who wrested our rights frotii 
ua, and when it came to a conclusion 
it was not to us that this so-called set- 
tlement was submitted or siiown but to 
our worst adversaries, to ascertain if it 
was figreeable to them. And when the men 
who have for their programme the abo- 
lition of separate schoola in Manitoba 
first and next in Oittario said: "It is 
well, this settlement ia satisfafctory to 
ug," it was published abroad "Theqiies- 
tiou is settled," and the text vvhh civen 
to the newspapers. 

I would like well to know if the 
Catholic minority authorized any man 
or any group of men to accept tliis pre- 
tended settlement? Let me say to you, 
moreover, my dearly beloved brethren, 
that I for a moment noarished the hope 
that we would receive the full and en- 
tire justice solemnly promised us. We 
would have acc(!pto<l with joy an etjuit- 
able Hettloiiient, and even, wo would 
Jiave accepted substantial, genuine con- 
cessions, at thn same time continuing to 
olaim our entire rights, but -ivluit is the

It is quite as reasonable to be- 
lieve this as to imagine she sank along- 
side of a wharf because she was built 
after a British model on designs drawn 
in Great Britain.

A ROSSLAND COMPLAINT. 

The Kossland Miner corajjlains bit- 
terly that the town does not get enough 
money from the GovernmuiiL. It s-ays ; 

As to our system of sewerage, we will 
repeat that t\ bile this camp will have 
jmid into the Provincial treasury nearly 
$100,000 for the calendar year it has not 
got one-tenth of that in return— not nno 
dollar for sewerage and but a palty $200 
for Hrc protection. Tlie condition may 
be a '■ disgrace to civilization" but the 
fact remains that Kossland is one of the 
most healthful towns in the world, and 
the disgrace lies witn the Turner Gov- 
ernment and its supporters. 

Our contemporary seems to think that 
whenever the " Turner Government " 
wants money for any purpose whatever 
all that it has to do is to draw an order 
on the Provincial Treasury to get what 
it needs. It is not necessary to say that 
this is a mistaken notion as to 
the newer cf the Government. 
The theory of constitutional govern- 
ment is that the lOxecutivo can- 
not spend a dollar of the people's 
money without authority from the repre- 
sentatives of the people in Parliament 
assembled. The strings of the public 
purse are held by the people. In cases 
of emergency and in unforeseen contin- 
seucies the Executive can draw money 
on the Governor's warrant, but it must 
afterwards apply to the people's 
representatives for indemnity for 
taking that liberty. It will have 
to be admitted that constructing 
oewers and makinij; and repairing 
roads are not works of emergency. If 
Ilossland's contribution to the revenue 
were ten times as great as our contem- 
porary says it is, and if it was all con- 
tributed by Piossland for liosslaud the 
Government could not, until the Legis- 
lature meets, ennstituiionally appropri- 
ate one single dollar of it for Bossland's 
purposes. Our contemporary should 
bear this in mind. 

If after the meeting of the Legislature 
the Miner finds that Kossland has been 
dealt with unfairly in the distribution of 
appropriations it will then be in a posi- 
tion to complain, with the constitution, 
at any rate, on its side. But for a jour- 
nal which professes to be an upholder of 
the rights and privileges of the People, 
to complain because the Government 
does not violate the constitution in or- 
der to favor Kossland or any other 
part of the Province, ia hardly con- 
sistent. When the House meets, Mr. 
Kellie may be depended upon to look 
after the interests of Kootenay, and the 
representatives of the whole Province 
will be present to decide whether his de- 
mands are reasonable or unreasonable. 
We have no doubt in the world that the 
Clovernment will do all in its power to 
.aid in the development of Kootenay. It 
is its interest to do so and we are very 
sure that it is its intention. 



Our contemporary chops logic on the 
Manitoba school question in a very pe- 
culiar way. It seema to think that be- 
cause the Bowell Government intro- 
duced the remedial bill it waa precluded 
from coming to an amicable settlement 
without the intervention of Parliament. 
But this is a mistake. It was always 
open to both Governments to settle the 
question, provided the parties to it were 
agreeable, outside Parliament. There 
was nothing inconaiatent or unconatitu- 
tional in the Bowell Government mak- 
ing a compromise with the Manitoba 
authorities. Compromises are made 
every day after suits have been com- 
menced. Of coarse, the Bowell Gov- 
ernment proposed to make a settlement 
that both jjartics might regard aa fair. 
U did not deal with one of the princi- 
pals while it wholly ignored the other.

Both as regards 
model and workmanship they are as a 
whole the finest ships afloat. 

The reason why the Texas went to the 
bottom whie lying in the still water of a 
dock was becanae a valvo gave way and 
bccAUSO the bulkheads supposed to be 
watertight were very far from b&ing 
watertight. In view of these facta would 
it not be more reasonable to aay that the 
Texas failed because she was dishonestly 
built under dishonest inspection? It is 
evident that it ^vaB scamped work and 
not defective designs which cauaed the 
premature loss of the Texas. 

It aeems that she was from the very 
day in which she waa launched what the 
sailors call an " unlucky ship." She 
met with accident after accident, and 
was continually getting into trouble. 
That there are ships that never do well, 
every old sailor will tell j'ou. No matter

AVhen the permission of the Minister 
of Public Works was obtained for the 
erection of the temporary pile briilge 
now spiwining Victoria Arm at Point 
I :ilice, it was on the distinct understand- 
ing that the emergency structure should 
1)0 replaced within two years by a sub- 
stantial bridge of steel and stone, meet- 
ing all the requirements of the depart- 
ment over which ho i)resides. The Coun 
cil replied that they would aubniita by 
law to the people immediately, and the 
Iiile bridge was completed on the under 
standing that it must either bo removed 
or replai:ed hy a more substantial struc- 
ture witliin 'the stipulated two years. 
At the same time a bylaw was intro- 
duced and passed thro'igh the city coun- 
cil having for its object the ruiaing of a 
special loan of .f 125,000 to build a per- 
manent bridge, Saturday, the 2Sth of 
November, being fixed for the taking of 
the vote of the property o\i'uer8 upon it. 

Then the subject of the permanent 
structure was for the* time being dis- 
missed from the attention of the council, 
and when the voting day came only a 
very small percentage of the citizens re- 
membered the fact, and there being no 
systematic work either for or agSiinstthe 
bylaw it was defeated by an overwhelm- 
inir majority of the 5,5.5 votes polled. 

From the expressiooH'of opinion heard 
nt the polling stations during the tlay, 
tlio opposition appeared to bo not so 
much to the bridge, generally conceded 
to ho a necessity, but to its location at 
I'oint Ellice without thorough investiga- 
tion being first made as to another site 
oll'ering the advantage of a more direct 
route bittween the city proper and Vic- 
toria West and ]Cs<iuimalt. This impor- 
tant point must be taken into consider- 
ation by the council of 18i)7 in dealing 
with the bridge question, and it doubt- 
less will he before another by-law to the 
same purpose ie presented to the quali- 
fied electors at the polls.

THE MANITOBA SCHOOL QUES- 
TION. 

To TUic lOiuTiiii: — Tho so-called "settle- 
ment" of this (piestiou embraces: 

(a) Keligious teaching for hiiK an lioiir 
after school hours of the children of those 
who reciuire it: 

(b) Daily attendance of the priest for that 
purpose: 

(c) A Catholic teacher, when there are 
twenty-live children of that faith : 

(d) School teaching in French, -where 
there are ten French children. 

The classes or shades (if o])inion to be af- 
fected by this arrangement are: 

1. The uphoUler of the iion-seclariau, na- 
tion:il schools, who thinks religion should 
not be iulrodueed at all. 

'2. The Komaii Catholic, or uphoUler of 
the separate system. 

3. The h^'lievor in religious, but not Ko- 
inan Catholic, teaching in tho schools. 

Yet, I venture to say, and will atteai])t to 
demonstrate, that an arrangement more 
unsatisfactory iu its practical working out. 
to either of Ihes" classes, it woulil be hard 
to fiaim'. It may be safely nrcdicted that 
no such ill-cmisidered system will ever go 
into operation. 

Let us in the liisl place consider how it 
would alfect the man who thinks iliere 
.■-liould he no religion in the schools. He 
s here tlie priest "all shuven and shorn" 
introduced into the school, and Komanism 
ipeiily taught and paraded each dav. The 
|iorcnnial coming^of the jiriest, whilst with 
some children provoking mockery anil 
scorn of religion generally, will have a very 
litfereiil etfecl with others. The Jesuitical 
■I'. i lity, and urbanity . jf the daily visitor, 
iiiil the lidelity and constancy with which 
le sticks to hi.-, mission, will not be lost 
upon those cbiUln-n who, :ilthougl, de- 
barred al the school, IVoni the prii-stly lunc- 
tion, will, of coiir=e, have ahuudaut oj)]ior- 
lunity outside for satisfying the 
curiosity which has been aroused by, 
and of cultivating the ac(iimintaiice 
the mysterious and polite mmi- 
itor, to wi'iom the child's attention 
would never probably have been drawn, 
had be not seen him, day in niid day out, 
al t he public school. 1 say nothing of the 
inllueneo which the I'athoiic teacher of the 
twentv-live might also have, but 1 do say 
t hat it is not only of vice that 
" When seen too oft, familiar with its face, 
Welirsloiidiiro, then pity, then emhra<:e." 
Hut, then, take tins second case. The 
Ibunau Catholic complains of this system. 
' Tis but a liybriil one, he says, al best. He 
claims no irregular advantage. He wants 
(Uily what the Constitution gives him, and 
this is not it. He knows that the country 
will not tolerate the priest daily in attend- 
ance at the public schools, and that the 
necessarv consei|uence of the oarading of 
his religion, above all others, will be a re- 
volt against it. He looks upon it, not as a 
privilege, but as a mischievous innovation. 

Perhaps, however, the class most wound- 
ed by this eonteiiiplated parody upon re- 
litjion is class iiuniUer three, or the I'rotest- 
oot who would fain h ive religicui, but not 
Catholicism, in the schools. I confess my- 
self one 111 this class, and la mo the "Laiir- 
ior-Tarte-Siftyn" plan is a hideous mock- 
ery of the name ol tJod, and, perhaps, the 
Catholic will look at it in the same light. 
As a Protestent, however, this e.xtra half- 
hour of shool forreligious ti'aching presents 
itself to ine as a most ell'ectual way of 
instilling into the mind a thorough hatri'd 
of religion and of everytliiiig iiertaining to 
it. The children of lui religion are to be 
dismissed to their play at ;i::io, hut the 
( lod-feariiig children are to be " kept in " 
iiiilil lour. JustimaL'ine the character of 
their devotions when they hear the boot 
and shout of their more lucky, but loss 
religious, companions, eiijoving their leap- 
frog and football outside, whilst these poor 
little kids are kei)t in to " pray." What 
dilfereuce, may 1 ask, in tho child's miiiii 
between llie half hour's punishment, for 
lessons unlearned or misbehaviour in 
school, and tho enforced half hour for spir- 
itual exercises, excejit that the one is (inly 
occasional whilst the other is all the limeV 
Tho ellect will he the same in both cases. 
He will hate and despise the half hour's 
•■ keeping in " ei|ually. no matter what the 
cause of it. A nice sort of a ('hristiau you'll 
make of him. 

No wonder we read in the Coi.oMsr dis- 
patches that the people in .Maiiiloba ( not 
the Catludics nor the e.xtreinists ou either 
side, but the sujipiirters of the national, 
non-seclaruin system) have been burning 
l.aurier and Silton in eIHgy. They'll have 
lots more of that kind of thing when they 
try to impose sucli humbugupon an intelli- 
gent people.

United States Counsel Move to Strike 
Out Two of the Sealers' 
Claims. 



These Are tlie "Black Biamoad's " 
for imu) and Capt. Gaudin's 
Pei'soual Claim. 



At the eittins of the Behring Sea 
Claims Commission yesterday, counael 
for the United Stotos moved to atriko 
out two of thechiiins filed by the British 
Hide. One of these clnimB waa that on 
behalf of the schooner Black Diamond 
for $7,500 for loss arising out of her being 
ordered out of Behrin<» sea in 18SG; the 
other wiiB the personal claim bf Captain 
James Gaiidiu for $;>,000 in connection 
with tlie seizure of tliu achoouer Ada. 

IIoii. Mr. Dickinson said in making 
the motion to strike out the 188G claim 
of the Liliick Diamond that on the ques- 
tion raised might depend a precedent 
which might cume before the commiH- 
sion in varioas fonos as they went 
to the fundamental laws which 
the Paris tribunal had laid down, and 
if the United States were correct in their 
contention, the two claims he referred 
to, did not come within the terms of the 
lonvcntion wliii;h had resulted in the 
fc^rmatioii of the present commission. It 
woulil lie noticed that two claims liad 
been filcil on behalf of the scliooner 
Bhutk Diamond. One of tliese was a 
claim fill- 5^7 ,000 iiy reason of the schooner 
leiwint; P.L'lirini^ .Sea in ISStl an the result 
of verbal orders of the I'nited States 
collector of customs at Ounalaska; the 
second claim waa for ^'2o,000 by reason 
of the seizure of the schooner Ada by 
the iiush in 1889. The case of the lilack 
Diamond aa far as the claim for lS8t3 was 
concerned was not in the list 
of claims that came before the 
Paris tribunal, and in the summary of 
claims referred to iu article 1 of the 
convention only the 1S89 case of that 
schooner was mantioned. He main- 
tained that unless clsiimg were in the 
sichedule referred to in article 1 of the 
convention they could not be consid- 
ered by the commission. It needed no 
ar(^uniei»t, he claimed, to show that the 
case of the schooner in 18S0 was inde- 
pendent of the claim made lor ISS'J, but 
aside from that, the convention had 
take> extra oiiina to say just what 
shonld come befiu-e the commissi(jn. Kor 
instance, where there were two cases lor 
compensation in respect of some ve.ssel 
before the tribunal tliey wore specified aa 
two separate and distinct cases, aa, for e.x- 
ample, the Triumoh and the Pathfinder. 
By the terms of tiie convention ho argu- 
ed only claims submitted to the Paris 
tribunal were to be dealt with by this 
commission, with the exception of addi- 
ticmal claims of vessels in the list of 
which the Black Diamond did not ap- 
pear; therefore, her claim for ISSti could 
not be consiilored. 

Hon. Sir. Peters, for the British side, 
in his replv said his underatandin;^ of 
lion. Mr. Dickinson's argunient was that 
the objection taken to the claim of the 
Black Diamond for 18.S(j was tliat the 
vessel's name did not ai)pear twice on 
the list of claims, and that therefore the 
date waa amaterial point to be considered. 
The British side on the contrary main- 
tained that the date was merely stated 
in the schedule for information and con- 
venience, and was not a vital point. 
The claim of the Black Diamond waa 
really an extra to the .other claim of the 
same schooner, and was bo mentioned 
by Sir Julian Paunceforte in his cor- 
respondence with Mr. Gresham in IS'.)!. 
This letter from the British Ambassa.lor 
distinctly showed that it was contem- 
plated to include the 188G claim of the 
Black Diamond amonp; those to bo dealt 
with, and furthermore there never waa 
any objection laiaeil by the United States 
as far as the corresiiondence 
went, to include that claim. 
It was a matter of history that 
prior to the convention a lump sum 
for compensation had been agreed upon 
in the correspondence between the two 
jrovernmenta, and this claim of the Black 
Diamomi was included in the claims for 
which the lump sum would have been 
I)aid as compensation. Thi; roason this 
particuhir claim did not appear in the 
schedule was, as explained in a meinor- 
andiun by Sir .lulian I'auncefole — that 
it waa left off at the sniiirestion of the 
Canadian iiek'|^at(!a aa the name already 
apijeared in the ori^;inal claims and tlie 
1880 claim was only a supplementary 
(ine referrinij to the ainouiil of compensa- 
tion. As far as the Triumph was con- 
iterued, lion. Mr. Dickenson was in error 
when he suppoaetl that the name of 
Triumpli appearing twice referred to the 
same vessel. There happened to have 
been two vessels of that name. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson replying to the 
British argument said that what the 
(commission had before it waa to decide 
in accor(iance with the findin'.;H of fad 
of the Paris Iribiinal and as tlic l!lai-k 
Diamond hiui not Iticen liefore tlie Pat is 
tribunal it waa not within the jiowijrs of 
this commission to deal with the case. 
The lindiiii^s of the Paris tribunal re- 
ferred to claiiua for comiieiisation for 
vessels sei/.i'd or warned out of Bidirini; 
iSea by armed vcissels of the United 
States; wdiereas the Bhu.'k Diamond was 
not 80 warned in 18SG, but by a customs 
oflicer. The claim also could not be put 
in as an additional one, for it was not 
mentioned in the schedule of such addi- 
tional claims. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinaon next proceeded 
to shortly state the reason why the Unit- 
ed States counfiel wished the personal 
claim of James (Jaudin struck out. This 
was a case of seizure and the Paris 
Tribunal had limited the personal dam- 
ages to the several arrests mentioned in 
the British case, jiafxes 1 to (10. No liuch 
reference waa made to .lames (iaudin, so 
that tliere was no luiding of fact in the 
Paris Tribunal on hia case and it was, 
therefore, not ' sent ' here to be dealth 
with. 

Mr. F. T.. Beique, Q. C, for the Brit- 
ish side, answered this last argument by 
sayint; that the convention did not limit 
the powers of the Commission to only 
the findingH of the fact of the Paris 
Tribunal. Of course the Commission 
would not allow the conditions of fact 
then found, but they were at liberty to 
lind additional facta, so that full com- 
pensation might bo made by the United 
Stales. Capt. Giiudin's claim waa ad- 
ded by Great Britain, and when sub- 
mitted to the United States no objection 
< was taken to it. When the lump sum

DISHONEST JOURNALISM. 

(From the WoUluglon Enterprise.) 
The destruction of the trestle on the 
E, i.'c X. R. K. has called forth eoino 
comments from the Province which we 
think that paper ouf;ht to be heartily 
ashamed of. As an exponent of public 
opinion, the periodical referred to has 
assumed to play the role of a fair, just 
and unbiased critic of public events and 
atl'airs ; yet, in dealin;; with matters con- 
nected with iheE. & N. R. K.Co., it has 
continuously and persistently exhibited 
a malice and viiulictiveneBS pecu- 
liarly its own. Its remarks in 
connection with the washout of 
the sills of the trestle in .Arbutua 
canyon would lead the average reader to 
sup])oao that if the washout liad not for- 
tunately iiapiiened iu the morninir it 
^bt possibly have happened at a time 
corrospondinj; with tho passage of the 
daily express. Tho siippoaitiou carries 
with it the insinuation that the com- 
pany takes no care U> daily inspect these 
structures to ascertain their condition 
and fitness to support tht traflic of the 
line. A little inc^uiry would hnve 
atisfied the writer of the para- 
graphs referred to that these trestles 
are examined many times a day, and 
always before the passage of any 
regular passenger or freight train. 
If the quotations of the sayinsjs of pas- 
sengers on trains and steamboats were 
any indication of the weakness of a 
structure, or the want of stability and 
the ilanger of ])ublic works, the jireaa 
would daily teem with descriptions of 
horrible and frightful catastrophes the 
world over. It is a common saying of 
many who have travelled over the K. 

N. trestle-work : '• Thank Ciod wo are 
over this time." Such exclamatioiia 
iire the product in eonie of nervous tim- 
idity on account of the height of the 
structure; in others, of ignorance; and 
others again, like the writer in 
toe Province, from the knowledge 
tiiat they are in a most unfit state 
to meet their Maker — and evil-doera are 
ilways cowards. The coustructiou of 
the K. N. K. R. was a most diflicult j 
task in many places, and its completioii j 
reflected t;r(';il ci-edii on the professional ! 
abilities of the eiij^'iiicerd iu t;lKii-;^'e. 
There baa been no accident of any kind \ 
ui>on the line of the K. iV N. as yet, 
which speaks volumes for tho manage- 
ment of the road. Jn contradistinction 
to tlio treatment which they hav<' re- 
ceived at the hands of the Province, we 
would call the attention of our readers 
to the criticisms passed by_ the same 
journal on the C.P.H. in connec- 
tion with the recent delay of trains 
from the occurrence of a landslide. 
Now, landslides and suowslides 
are of freiiuent occurreiKie upon tin' n;t- 
tioiial highway to the Mast, and these i 
sliiies are atl<!iiile<l by the carrying awa)' 
of treaties and briilges, and the blocking 
of narrow avenues ui)0n the track 
through the iiiountaina. Writing of the 
ino.-it recent, landslide, the Province says : 
~' We don't hold them responsible for 
Mother Earth's tantrums in the shape 
of snowalides and landslides." 

Now, why this differential treatment 
of the i'WO lines of roadV Have not 
the trains of the E. & N. arrived at 
their points of destination with clock- 
like regularity? Is there in America 
a better ballasted track than they pos- 
sess? Have they not bridges and 
trestle-work, and are they uol subject to 
the same influenceH of nature as thoac of 
the 0. P. R.V Then why single out one 
line for continued and malicious attack, 
and in the same issue apologise for the 
aanie results of iiatun; upon the line of 
the other? There is some reason for it, 
and to use an expression of tho Free 
Press, there ia "'a nigjijer in tho wood- 
pile." In criticising tho recent accident 
on the E. it N. the Province has used the 
bludgeon of the- footpad instead of the 
rapier of the centleman.

A Conference at Bishop's Close— The Duty 
of Women to Vote at Civic 
Elections. 

The hospitable doors of Biahop'e close 
opened yesterday afternoon to receive 
the first provincial conference in connec- 
tion with the Women's Council, that be- 
ing tlie reason of the Countess of Aber- 
deen's present visit to Victoria. The 
visiting delegates present were Mrs. J. 
C', McLagan from the Vancouver local 
council, and Mrs. Cochrane from 
Vernon, and Lady Aberdeen on behalf 
of Mrs. \VilBoii Spragge, of Donald, ex- 
pressed the regrets of that lady for her 
inability to be present. 

Upon her arrival the Countess of 
Aberdeen was presented with an address 
read by Mrs. Scaife, and in reply ex- 
piessed her thanks for the very cordial 
reception given her, referring to the 
progress made by the Wwiiien's Council 
in the past two years, thankfully ac- 
knowledging that the lilessing of God 
had been with them and that the same 
Power wotdd enable the workers to faith- 
fully serve their day and generation. In 
connection with this. Lady Aberdeen re- 
gretted not having soi-ken at the public 
meeting on the Confraternity of the 
Lord's Tenth, the principles of which 
were being fo well spread. 

Mrs. C-iurdon Grant having been ap- 
pointed secretary, the conference pro- 
ceeded to bnsiiiess. Resolutions were 
passed on tlie necessity of provision fcr 
the suitable accommodation of the in- 
sane while waiting medical attendance; 
upon the case of the ivor, sick and in- 
curable, and upon the necessity of the 
appointment of police matrons. Com- 
mittees were appointed for the carry- 
ing into eliect of these resolu- 
tions. Then Lady Aberdeen gave a 
Bumniary of the business transacted at 
the annual meeting of the National 
Council, Among the other business was 
a report from Mrs. Day on reading cir- 
cles, and the committee on literature 
was advised to procure and publish a list 
of boolis on the subjectH on which the 
council is interested and it was recom- 
mended that at least once a year a de- 
bate should bo held on current litera- 
ture. One reading circle consisting of 

members with Bishop Perrinas presi- 
dent, has already been organized and 
another with Avchdeacoii .Seriven as 
prceident is to be organized immediately. 
There is also proiuiao of others beiiig 
formed shortly. 

.■^n intereaiing letter from Mrs. A. E. 
B. Davie was read and heartily endorsed, 
and the hope was expressed that women 
entitled to vote at civic elections would, 
if they had not already done so, be sure 
to have their names registered to-mor- 
row, the last opporUiiiity they would 
have this year. In lier letter, Mrs. Da- 
vie drew attention to two matters of 
great importance that could well be 
brought forward by the local Council of 
Women— lirst, the ellbrt ot the corre- 
spoiulmi! secretary, Mrs. Scaife, in 
bringing bt^fore the jinblic the deplor- 
able condition of the city in having no 
place of accommodation for the unfor- 
tunate insane women, while waitinL' 
medical attention. The letter proceeded : 

" Would it not iie possible for the local 
Council of Women to organize another 
society, or at least a committee, to un- 
dertake to provide a competent woman 
as nurse or attendant at such times, to 
take charge of insane or helpless women 
and be unawerable to the committee for 
their care and conduct. One duty of 
tliie committee would bo to urge on those 
in authority the necessity of providing a 
liroper pintle, other lhan"tho public jail, 
for the temjiorary abode of the unfortu- 
nates. The duty of paying for the at- 
tendant belongs to the city, to which 
women as well as men pav taxes and 
rates, and this brings me to 
the second matter — the duty 
of women to use their rights 
to vote at civic elections. How far this 
may come under the scope of the 
Women'a Conncil I do not know. I 
know women are told they should re- 
main at home ; that it is unwomanly to 
vote; that they might neglect tiieir 
homes if they voted ; that the use of a 
vole on a woman's part might cause 
trouble in the houae and giveriae to dis- 
jiutea." 

" When tlie woiiien of Victoria have 
the right to vote," continued .Mrs. Davie, 
" we shall not hear of there being no 
proper places of accommodation in cases 
of female insanity. It dejiemiH on wo- 
men to muse themselves and ask now, 
for they are responsible. The lirst hos- 
pital was started in Victoria by a few 
devoted women. What is there that 
women cannot accomplish if they make 
the eiTjrt, and much remains for us to 
do." 



NO RED TAPE HELAYS.. 

The Government of Britain Interested in the 
Case of Two British Columbians Wiong- 
TuUy Imprisoned In Ctiba. 

That the wheela of British diplomatic 
circles can move swiftly enough when 
the rights of British subjects are believ- 
ed to be outraged by a foreign power, is 
evidenced by a case iu which all resi- 
dents of this province are interested, 
and full partieularaof which are awa,ited 
with keen interest. 

The first intimation in the matter 
came on Thursday last in a telegram to 
Prtmiei Turner from Mr. Bsll-Irving, 
the well known merchant of Vancouver, 
who stated brielly that his two brothers- 
in-law, MesarE. Bi-altie, both well known 
in Vancouver and this city, liad been ar- 
rested by the Spanish authorities in 
Cuba and wrongfully imprisoned. 

Mr. Bell-Irving asked that the Gov- 
ernment of British Columbia take im- 
mediate action in their behalf, and Hon. 
Mr. Turner at once telegraphed to Hon. 
V. G. Vernon, the British Columbia 
Agen>General in London, requesting 
him to communicate at once' with the 
Foreign Oflico urging prompt intjuiry 
and protection for the two British Co- 
lumbians, if it were found that they had 
been wrongfully dealt with. 

At the same time Hon. Mr. Turner 
laid Mr. Bell-Irving's communication 
before Lieut. -Governor Dewdney, with 
the re(iueBt that he cable to the 
Secretary of State, asking him to inter- 
view the foreign office also in the matter. 
Thiw His Honor did, and immediate re- 
plies were had both from Hon. Mr. ^'er- 
non and the Secretary of State. The 
former in fact cabled within eighteen 
hours after the disiiatch of Premier 
Turner's message to him, stating that 
the desired steps had been taken and 
the foreign odieo would take steps to as- 
sure the safety of the Messrs. Heattie 
and all other British residents in Cuba.

A BAFID FIIIING GUN. 

Interestlag Experiments Made by the United 
States Navy— The Colt Auto- 
matic Gnn. 

(From the ]]road Arrow.) 

According to shootiuij and Fiohiiig of 
New York, some very interesting experi- 
ments with (luick-firing guns have been 
made by the I'niled States navy, and 
resulted in the ordering of the Colt 
automatic pun. The journal in (|uea 
tion says: This arm is a very ingenious 
piece of mechanism. It seems to he be- 
tween a shoulder-gun and a field-piece, 
and we think it will claim the attention 
of a rifleman wherever he sees it. It be- 
longs to the Class of ordnance known as 
rapid-firing guns; the trigger is pressed 
and the firing begins, and continues un- 
til the pressure on the trigger is released 
or the ammunition exhausted. The 
Colt anthomatic gun was among the 
number submitted for trial at the gov- 
ernment proving grounds at Indian 
He.^d; in responae to a call from the 
bureau of ordnance. United States navy, 
for guns of this type taking the new "Z'.'A 
Xavy cartridge. 

The trial was a very severe one. There 
was a rapidity lest; firing with dunimv 
cartridges in belt lU intervals, showing 
the shortest possible time these could be 
removed from gun and firing continued ; 
accuracy test ut 500 and 1,000 yards; dis- 
mounting and aaaembling, showing the 
shortest possible time in which this 
could be done; and finally, the endur- 
ance teat which consisted of continuous 
firing for eightconsecutive minutes. The 
Colt gun was the only one that was not 
disabled and as soon as the trial was 
concluded an order for fifty of these guns 
\v.iis given for the navy." \i the name 
time other competitors were told that 
sixty days would be given tliein to jiro- 
duce a gun snporior to tlie Colt gun. The 
time elapsed \vitliout such a result be- 
ing attained. 

On the 28th September, nme months 
after the conclusion of the lirst trial, 
instead of sixty days, two competitive 
companies presented" their guns for trial. 
Tills lapse of time was of great lulvantiige 
to them, as the naval -^.ob cartriiige was 
much better nniierstooil and iii^jroved ; 
but with these advantages one gun, after 
repeated trials, was only able to lire luO 
shots in 1 minute 37 seconds, and in the 
endurance test of « minutes was dit- 
abled after firing 241 sliota. The second 
gun only fired -iOO shots in 54 seconds, 
but in the endurance test broke down 
after firing L'O shots. During the trial of 
these two guns the Colt Company pre- 
sented a gun lor acceptance. With this 
arm 400 shots were fired in 52"8 seconds, 
heiuL' "-2 seconds leas tinae than allowed. 
This gun was then fired for endurance, 
and with the exceptioq of three stop- 
pages caused by defective ammunition, 
fired 2,111 shots.
